The bill is a copy of the New York 
law regulating boxing.

prize fights in Wisconsin. 


The senate, by unanimous vote, has

Paris.—A feeling of strong dissatis- 


faction has been aroused here by the 
facts that have just been made pub- 
lic as to the deplorable condition luto 
which Napoleon's last place and tomb 
at St. Helena has fallen. 


In a volume entitled "After the Em- 


peoror's Death," the well-known hlsto- 
r an, Albert Cahuet, prints a vivid de- 
scription of these landmarks of French 
history, winch were acquired by the 
government from England In 1858, for 
$1)5,713, and vigorously combats 
the 


movement now on foot to reduce, it 
not cut off entirely, the annual grants 
for tbelr support. 


"One would imagine ho was visiting 


a1 shooting shelter for sale," lie 
writes. "All the doors arc opon. 
In 


the flrst room, where Napoleon died, 
is a small altar, painted blue, and op- 
posite it Is a bust of the emperor 
A 


wpoden balustrade marks the exact 
spot where he drew his last breath. 


"All tbe other rooms are absolutely 


empty, everything that could be re- 
moved having been carried away long 
ago by foreigners as souvenirs 
One 


experiences a feeling of desolation and 
poignant sadness. The emperor's house 
only 
just remains standing on Its 


old beams. Very soon tho violent 
winds with torrential rains will have 
their way with It. 


"The superficial repairs mid the coat 


or two of paint, and even the new wall 
papers, put on in 1911, will not com- 
pensate for the crumbling foundations 
and ruined walls. 


"The present caretaker, who is at 


least a man of good intentions, wrote 
to me recently: 


"1 am endeavoring to stay up the old 


house to enable It to keep standing a 
few years longer.' 


"Napoleon's tomb, In the Valley of 


Geraniums," continues M, Cahuet, "Is 
as sheltered an the Longwood house is 
exposed, but the guardian's continual 
vigilance Is necessary to prevent the 
surrounding farmers from pasturing 
their cattle in the valley, which is 
the property of the French govern- 
ment. HU efforts to have the tomb 
respected keep him In constant con- 
flict with other residents of the Is- 
land.

40,000 EXPECTED TO An END 


Men Who Wore the Blue and Gray 


to Again Gather on Ground 


Made Memorable by His- 


toric Conflict. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


'ASHINQTON. — During the 


first four dayH of July the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. Pa 
will again bo the scene of a 
mooting of the BIuo and tlu 


Gray, but this time they will moot in 
amity and affection. A half-contury will 
have passed since last these men of two 
great American armies mot on this 
northern field. Then they were face 
to faco In deadly conflict, for the Issue 
It wa* well understood to both con 
tending forces, w,as tho success of tho 
BQUthorn cautie, or the beginning of Us 
defeat, to bo followed by tho reatora 
tlon of tho Union as It had bf;cn before 
tho first shot was flrod at Fort Sum 
tor.Tho United States government and 
the government of nearly ovory state 
in tho Union, havo combined to mako 
tho Gettysburg reunion of tho soldiers 
of tho north and south ono of the great 
peace events of the century. Tho state 
of Pennsylvania somo tlmo ago ap 
pointed a "Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg commission" to 
mako preparations /or tho four days1 


reunion, at which Pennsylvania as a 
state was to net as host to tho vet 
erana of the war between tho states 
and to tho thousands of visitors who 
would follow their march to the field 
,of battle, and appropriated $150,000 for 
tho purpose of entertaining the vet 
orana. 


40,000 Veterans Expected. 


It is expected that 40,000 .veterans 


of the war, not all of them, howo,vor, 


. survivors of tho Gettysburg battle, will 
bo found encamped upon tho . Held 
,whon reveille sounde on the morning 
of July 1. It will bo 'a different re- 
veille than that which tho Hfe and 
drum corps of tho two great armies 
sounded fifty years ago. Tho call to 
awakening will bo a call to a peaceful 
celebration while the call to the awak- 
ening. In July, 1863. was a call of 
armies to conflict and, to thousands of 
men, a call to death. 


For years tho veterans have been 


looking forward to this reunion. It Is 
probablo that thorn 'will bo present 
many thousands of survivors of the 
battle. The United States government 
under an act of congress has appro- 
priated money for the preparation of 
tho camps and for tho mossing of, tho 
soldlur visitors. The average ago of 
tho men engaged In tho Civil war was 
only oightoen years, but fifty years 
havo passed slnco those soldier boys 
fought at Gettysburg, and so if tho 
computation of ago was a true ono tho 
average years of the veterans who will 
meet In Pennsylvania In July will bo 
about slxty-olght years. Many of them, 
of course, will be much older and a 
good rrjany of thorn, men who entered 
at agos ranging from fourteen, to sov- 
fjiitoon years, will bo younger, but all 
'will bo old'mon as tho world views 
ago. 


Many of tho states of tho Union, 


north aa woll as south, havo made ap- 
propriations to send tholr veterans to 
tho Gettysburg reunion and to pay all 
othor expenses. The battle of Gettys- 
burg Is recognized as tho turning point 
of tho war betsvoen the states. It has 
boon called tlmo and again one of the 
decisive battles of tho world. Gener- 
ally It is recognized that Gettysburg 
deckled the great conflict, helped In 
the decision probably by tho fall of 
Vlcksburg on tho Mississippi, which 
took place virtually at tho moment 
that tho conflict on tho Pennsylvania 
Hold w,as decided In favor of the north- 
orn arms. 


Tho preparations which tho govern- 


ment i«i making to care for tho veter- 
ans at Gettysburg are Interesting. 
They have boon under tho charge of 
James B. Aleahlro, quartermaster gen- 
oral of the Unltod States army, and 
Henry G. Sliarpo. commissary general 
of the United States army. Two years 
ago last March 14,000 regular troops 
wero gathered In camp at Texas. The 
health of the soldiers throughout the 
Toxas encampment was almost, per- 
fect, made HO by tho plans which had 
been carefully laid to seo that perfect 
sanitation was maintained. Tho Unlt- 
od States army was taught a lesson 
by the Spanish war, when lack of 
proper sanitary precautions and unpro- 
paredness In othor ways coat the gov- 
ernment tho lives of moro men than 
wore sacrificed to the bullets of the 
Spaniard. 


Tho estimates of the commissary 


and 
quartermaster authorities 
are 


based upon an attendance of 40,000 vet- 
erans, It probably will coat tho gov- 
ernment about $360,000 to act In part 
as host to the survivors of tho.; battle 
and other veterane who attend the 
Gettysburg reunion. 


Big Task to Feed Men. 


Tho survivors of the war from the 


north and south who will be present, 
being old men, must be cared for in 
a way which would not have beoa nec- 
essary flfty years ago. Tho mossing of 
tho veterans will require. 400 army 
ranges, 1 great field bakory, 40,000 
mess kits, 800 cooks, 800 kitchen help- 
ers and 130 bakere. This helping per- 
sonnel will be required to be In camp 
for at least seven days, and many of 
them for a longer period, for the pur- 
pose of Installing the field bakery, the 
field ranges and In dismantling, clean- 
ing, packing and storing material after 
the encampment ia over. 


The old soldiers aro to be supplied 


with fresh meat directly from refrig- 
erator cars drawn upon the field. They 
will be given fresh vegetables and apo- 
dal bread with the best coffee and tea 
which the market affords. For thorn It 
will not be a case of hardtack, bootleg 
and poor bacon. 


The Battle of. Gettysburg commis- 


sion, of the state of Pennsylvania has 
a large sum of money at Its disposal 


for the entertainment of, the visiting 
veterans, and the thousand* of persons 
who will accompany them. Hospital- 
ity is to mark the days. Fifty years 
ago Pennsylvania aided In the work of 
repelling the visitors from the eouth, 
In early July next the same state will 
havo its arras wide open In welcome 
to the men wearing the gray. Enter- 
tainments of various kinds,will be of- 
fered tho visiting veterans, but it is 
pretty woll understood that their deep_ 
Interest in revisiting the scenes whore 
they fought, Little Round Top, Oak 
Hldge, Cemetery Hill, Culp'c Hill, 
Rock Creek, 'the Stone Wall and other 
places will hold them largely to the 
pleaaures and to the sadnesses of per- 
sonal reminiscences. Arm In-arm with 
tho Union soldiers the Confederate spl- 
dlere will retramp the ''battleground. 
They will look over tho field of Plck- 
ott'a desperate chargo. They will re- 
trace tho marching steps of Long- 
street's corps. •"' They''will go to the 
place whore Meado had his headquar- 
ters and. to the place from which Lee 
directed' his southern forces in battle, 


Pennsylvania Is going to mnke a 


great celebration of peace of this .fif- 
tieth anniversary of what probably 
was tho decisive battle of the war, al- 
though It was fought nearly two years 
boforo tho war ended. Other states 
will-help Pennsylvania in its work, and 
from every section of the country, 
north, east, south and'west, the vet- 
erans will assemble, most of them 
probably to. sec1 for the last time In 
life the field upon which they were 
willing to dlo for the sake of their re- 
spective causes, 


Tho veterans will not bo directly en-< 


camped In the Gettysburg park, which 
Is dotted with monuments to tho. vari- 
ous commands which took part in the 
fight and which Is.laid out in approved 
park fashion, with fine drives and 
beautifully kept lawns. There will bo 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. The layouts of 
those camps are based on tho ugo of 
conical tents, each of which will, with- 
out crowding, accommodate eight per- 
sons, 
Inasmuch • as accommodations 


are to bb.furnished'for 40,000 visitors 
t'.OOO tents will be required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 


The quartermaster general in a re- 


port says: "It is assumed that the 
meals wjill bo served to tho visitors 
In a manner similar to that used by 
tho regular troops when In camp for 
short periods; that is, by having each 
man go to the kitchen with his mess 
kit to be served there and dining In his 
tent or other convenient places." 


Visitors to Be Cared For, 


Every possible care Is to be taken 


of tho visitors. The sanitary arrange- 
ments which have been made are said 
to be the beet that are possible and 
they are tho result of careful study by 
medical officers of the service. All the 
experience of the past has been drawn 
upon to make It certain that the health 
of the veterans will be conserved while 
they aro In camp, 


With so many thousands of old sol- 


diers In attendance, and taking into 
consideration tho probability that the 
weather will be warm, It is expected 
that there will be sickness, but the 
United States povornmont and the 
stato of Pennsylvania are preparing 
for a hospital service which shall be 
adequate to any contingency. 
There 


will bo hospital corps detachments 
present ready to render first aid to 
the Injured, and there will bo many 
flolcl hospitals with surgeons in at- 
tendance, where the sick can receive 
Instant attendance. 


It IB ealcl that this contemplated re- 


union 
has 
Induced more 
Interest 


among tho old soldiers of the north 
and tho south than any event which 
has happened slnco tho day that tho 
war closed. There Is today at Gettys* 
burg a great national park, in which 
Is Included a cemetery where 
thou- 


sands of soldier dead aro burled. Tho 
United States government and the leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania worked to- 
gether to make a park of the battle: 
Held and to mark accurately every 
point In It,which has historic Interest. 
When one goes to tho field he can tell 
just whore this brigade or that bri- 
gade was engaged,' just where this 
chargo or that charge was made and 
just where the desperate defenses of 
positions were maintained until the 
tide of battle brought either victory or 
defeat to one of tho immediate com- 
mands engaged. 


It was In 1895 that congress estab- 


lished a national park at Gettysburg 
and gavo the secretary of war author- 
ity to name a commission "to superin- 
tend the opening of additional roads, 
mark the boundaries, ascertain and 
definitely mark the lines of battle ol 
1 


troops engaged, to acquire lands which 
were occupied by Infantry, cavalry and 
tirtlllery, and such other 
adjacent 


lands as tho secretary of war may 
deem necessary to preserve the Impor- 
tant topographical features of the bat- 
tlefield." 
: 


When tho Union and the Confeder- 


ate veterans reach Gettysburg on June 
30 next they will find on the scene of 
tho old conflict between five and six 
hundred memorials raised in commem- 
oration oC tho deeds of their com- 
mands on tho groat fields of the Penn- 
sylvania battlefield. Thero are, more- 
over, 1,000 markers placed to desig- 
nate historic spots. There are great 
towers built upon the field by the gov- 
ernment HO that, blrd's-eyo views can 
be obtained of tho entire scene of the 
battle, 
Fine roads have been con- 


structed and everywhere attention has 
boon paid to eve/ry detail of the least 
Importance In setting forth tho history 
of one of the greatest battles ever 
known to warfare. 


It is expected that much good will 


iorao from'the reunion of the Blue an'd 
the Gray on tho battlefield of Gettys- 
burg. Time has healed many wounds, 
The old soldiers have forgotten their 
animosities more readily than have 
the civilians. It is thought that this 
groat coming together in peace of two 
once conflicting hoets will mark the 
passing of the last trace of the bltter- 
iioss of the war between the states 
of this great Union.

class postmasters of the country to- 
day are going to school again- Un- 
der the orders of Postmastei General 
Albert's. Burleson,' sanctioned . 'by 
President Woodrow Wilson, who nat 
urally takes a deep interest in edu 
cational matters, the postmasters of 
humblo. rank soon'"'-Vlll ;be .called, bef- 
fore examining boards 'not,.only to 
prove their fitness: for their $200 plus 
jobs, but .-to prove that they, are bet- 
ter fitted to hold .them than' are any 
of their fellow townsmen .with- postof- 
flco ambitions.

Fourth class postmasters 'are now 


legally.on a civil 'service basis. The 
fact that a man holds theJob at- pres- 
ent will be of no service to him un- 
less lie can down, other aspirants in 
the competitive'-'. examinations .which 
soon are to be'held 'all over the United 
States. Mere are the Competitive tests 
which will be -applied: 


1. Elementary arithmetic and ac- 


counts (simple tests in' addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and division 
of whole numbers and common and 
decimal fractions and^ statements of 
the postmaster's accounts.). •' 


2. Penmanship (the legibility, neat- 


ness, and general "appearance of the 
compositor's handwriting in the sub- 
ject-of letter writing). 


3. Letter writing (a letter of not 


less than 125 words on any one or two 
subjects furnished). 
,; 


4. Copying manuscript address, (a 


simple test in copying accurately ad- 
dresses given. 


C. Facilities for transacting postal 


business (based on the location of'the 
postofflce site, the convenience of of- 
fice arrangements, etc.). 


Big Task for Examiners. 


Tho civil service commission will 


send examiners to the county seats 
for the purpose of, conducting these 
postmastershlp - examinations, 
The 


task of the "quizzers" will be a big 
one, for there are many thousands of 
fourth class postmasters, and prob- 
ably .; there will be many more thou- 
sands of applications than there are 
jobs in sight. 
Postmasters who are 


receiving less than $180 a year are not 
to be disturbed at this time, but. it is 
taken for granted that there will be 
no strong protest against this exemp- 
tion from, the Democratic faithful who 
are seeking preferment. 


Some of the Republican members of 


congress are Inclined to be Jocose over, 
this invasion of tho civil service into 
the fourth class postmastership field. 
They are asking if, when the lists of 
the successful competitors are scan- 
ned, it will not be found that most of 
the'successful ones of good, true and 
time-triod Democrats, This question- 
Ing on the part of the Republicans 
carries with it an.intimation that the 
civJL service commission, which is to 
conduct the examinations or the ex- 
aminers themselves, will not do their 
duty as it ought to be done,'and it 
Implies, also, that neither Mr. Wilson 
nor Mr. Burleson is sincere in this 
latest civil service exploit. There has 
boon very little complaint in the past 
of- the work of the civil service com- 
mission, and it is hardly likely that 
tho commission or ita agencies will 
stoop to trickery for.ilie sake of help- 
ing some thousands OL men to get pic- 
ayune jobs.

The New Law oi' the Road. 


A new law has boon passed by tho 


legislature to govern present conditions 
of travel upon the public highways. It 
clears up some points as to rights In 
the road which have not boon fully or 
generally understood. 
The law was: 


approved by Lho governor May 14, and 
Us provisions are as follows: 
v Section 1, 'There Is added to- he 
statutes a now section-to read: Section 
103G-49b. Whenever a person opera- 
ting a motor vehicle'shall meet on 
a public highway any other, person 
,-ldlng or driving a horse 
or 
other 


draft' animal, or any other vehicle, 
the person so operating such motor 
vehicle or vehicles, or riding or driving 
a horse, or other draft animal, shall 
oaoh seasonably turn to the right of 
the center of tho beaten track of such 
highway so as to pass without Inter- 
ference. 
Any such 'person so operat- 


ing a motor vehicle or motorcycle 
shall, on overtaking any such horse, 
draft animal or:other vehicle, pass on 
tho left side thereof, and tho rider 
or driver of such horse, draft animal 
or other vehicle shall as soon as pos- 
sible and with all convenient speed, 
upon signal, turn to the right of the 
center of tho beaten track

Big Reunion of Survivors of .Civil 


War at Gettysburg on 


July 1. 


40,000 EXPECTED TO An END 


Men Who Wore the Blue and Gray 


to Again Gather on Ground 


Made Memorable by Hio- 


toric Conflict. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


WASHINGTON. — During the 


first 
four days of July the 


battlefield ot Gettysburg, Pa., 
will again be the scene of a 
meeting of the Blue and the 


Gray, but this time they will moot in 
amity and'affection. A half-century will 
have nnasorl since last these men of two 
grout American armies met on this 
northern ilold. Then they were face 
to taco In deadly conflict, for the Issue, 
It wa« wnll understood to both con- 
tending forces, was tha success of tho 
southern cause, or the beginning o£ its 
defeat, to bo followed by the restora- 
tion of tho Union us it had been before 
tho first ahot.v/as fired at Fart Sum- 
tor. Tho United States government and 
tho government of nearly evory state 
In tho Union have combined to make 
tho Gettysburg reunion of the soldiers 
of tho north and south one of the great 
peace ovonta of the century. Tho state 
of Pennsylvania somo tlmo ago ap- 
polntocl a "Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg commission" to 
mako preparations For tho four days' 
reunion, at which i'etinHylvania as a 
state was to act na host to tho vet- 
orans of tho war between tho states 
and to tho thousands of visitors who 
would follow their march to the Hold 
of battle, and appropriated $150.000 for 
tha purpoae of entertaining tho vet- 
erans. 


40,000 Veterans Expected. 


It is expected that 40,000 .veterans 


of the war, not all of them, however, 
sun-Ivors of tho Gettysburg bfittlt;. will 
bo found encamped upon the 
Held 


.whon revelllo sounds on tho morning 
of July 1. 
It will bo 'a. different re- 


velllo than that which tho Mo and 
drum corps of tho two groat armies 
sounded fifty years ago. The call to 
awakening will bo a call to a peaceful 
celebration while tho call to tho awak- 
ening. In July, 1863, was a call of 
armies to conflict und, to thousands of 
mon, a call to death. 


For years tho veterans have been 


looking forward to this reunion, it is 
probablo that there ' will bo prc-aent 
many thousands of survivors ot the 
battle. The "United States government 
under an net of congress has appro- 
priated money (or the preparation of 
tho camps and Cor the messing of tho 
soldier visitors. Tho average ago of 
tho mnn engaged In the Civil war was 
only cightoon years, but 
fifty years 


have unsHocl slnco these soldier boys 
fought at Gettysburg, and so if the 
computation of ngo was n true ono the 
average years of the veterans who will 
moot In Pennsylvania In July will be 
about sixty-eight years. Many of them, 
of course, will be much older and a 
good niany of thorn, men who entered 
at ages ranging from fourteen to sev- 
enteen years, will be younger, but all 
'will bo old 'mon us the world views 
ugu.Many of tho states oC tho Union, 
north as well as south, have made ap- 
propriations to send their veterans to 
tho Gettysburg reunion and to pay all 
otliur expenses. The battle of Gettys- 
burg is recognized as tho turning point 
of tho war between the states. .It has 
boon called tlmo and again one of the 
decisive battles of tho world. Gener- 
ally it is recognized that Gettysburg 
decided the great conflict, helped In 
the decision probably by tho fall of 
Vlcksburg on tho Mississippi, which 
took place virtually at tho moment 
that tho conflict on tho Pennsylvania 
flokl w,as decided In favor of the north- 
ern arms. 
Tho preparations which tho govern- 


ment us making to care for the veter- 
ans at 
Gettysburg are interesting. 


They have boon under tho charge of 
Jamos 13. Aloshlrc. quartermaster gen- 
oral of tho United States army, and 
Henry O. Sharpe, commissary general 
of tho United States army. Two years 
ago hist March 1-1,000 regular troops 
wero gathered In camp at Texas. The 
health of tho soldiers throughout the 
Texas encampment was almost, per- 
fect, made so by thu plans which had 
boon carefully laid Co seo that perfect 
sanitation was maintained. Tho Unit- 
ed' States army was taught a lesson 
by the Spanish war, when lack of 
proper sanitary precautions und unpre- 
parerincss ILL other ways cost the gov- 
ernment the lives of moro mon than 
wore sacrificed to tho bullots of tho 
Spaniard. 


Tho estimates of the commissary 


and 
quartermaster authorities 
are 


based upon an attendance ot' 40,000 vet- 
erans. 
It probably will cost tho gov- 


ernment about $;i60,000 to act in part 
as host to the survivors of the battle 
and other veterans who attend the 
Gettysburg reunion. 


Big Task to Feed Men. 


The survivors of the war from the 


north and south who will bo present, 
boing old men, must bo cared for in 
a way which would not have been nec- 
essary fifty years ago. The mossing of 
the veterans will require. 400 army 
ranges, 1 great field bakery, 40,000 
•mess kits, SOO cooks, SOO kitchen help- 
ers and 130 bakers. This helping per- 
sonnel will be required to bo in camp 
for at least seven days, and many of 
them for a longer puriod, for the pur- 
pose of Installing the field bakery, the 
field ranges and iu dismantling, clean- 
ing, packing and storing material after 
the encampment Is over. 


Tho old soldiers aro to be supplied 


with fresh meat directly from refrig- 
erator oars drawn upon the field. They 
will be given fresh vegetables and spe- 
cial bread with the best coffee and tea 
•which the market affords. For them it 
'will not be a case of hardtack, bootleg 
find poor bacon. 


Tho Battle of Gettysburg com mis- 


sion of the state of Pennsylvania has 
B. large sum of money at its disposal 


for the entertainment of the jlsltlng 
veterans, and the thousands of persons 
who will accompany them. Hospital- 
ity Is to mark the days. Fifty years 
ago Pennsylvania aided In the work of 
repelling the visitors from the south. 
In early July next the same state will 
have its arms wide open In welcome 
to the men wearing the gray..• Enter- 
tainments of various kinds will be. of- 
fered tha visiting veterans, but it Is 
pretty well understood that their deep 
Interest In revisiting the scenes where 
they fought, Little Hound Top, Oak 
Ridge, Cemetery Hill,' Culp'c Hill, 
Rock Creek, the Stone Wall and other 
places will hold them largely to the 
pleasures and to the sadnesses of per- 
sonal reminiscences. Arm in. arm with 
the Union soldiers the Confederate sol- 
diers will retramp the battleground. 
They will look over the field of Pick- 
ett's desperate charge. They will re- 
trace the marching steps of Long- 
. street's .corps. They will go to th's 
place whore Meade had his headquar- 
ters and_ to the place from which Lee 
directed" his southern forces in battle. 


Pennsylvania is going- to -make a 


groat celebration of peace of this fif- 
tieth anniversary of what probably 
was the decisive battle of the war, al- 
though it was fought nearly two years 
before the war ended. Other states 
will-help Pennsylvania In Its work, and 
from every section of the country, 
north, east, south and- west, the vet- 
erans will assemble, most of them 
probably to. see' for the last time In 
life tho field upon which they were 
willing to die for the sake of their re- 
spective causes. 


The veterans will not be directly en- 


camped in the Gettysburg park, which 
Is dotted with monuments to the vari- 
ous commands which took part in the 
fight and which is laid out in approved 
park fashion, with fine drives 
and 


beautifully kept lawns. There will bo 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. The layouts of 
these camps are based on tho use ot 
conical tents, each of which will, with- 
out, crowding, accommodate eight per- 
sons. 
Inasmuch - as 
accommodations 


are to be furnished' for 40,000 visitors 
5,000 tents will be required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 


The quartermaster general in a re- 


port says: "It is assumed that the 
meals will be served to the visitors 
in a manner similar to that used by 
the regular troops when in camp for 
short periods; that is, by having each 
man go to the kitchen with his mess 
kit to be served there and dining in his 
tent or other convenient places." 


Visitors to Be Cared For. 


Every possible care is to be taken 


of the visitors. The sanitary arrange- 
ments which have been made are said 
to be the beet that are possible and 
they are tho result of careful study by 
medical officers of the service. All the 
experience of the past has been drawn 
upon to make it certain that the health 
of the veterans will be conserved while 
they are In camp. 


With so many thousands of old sol- 


diers in attendance, and taking into 
consideration the probability that the 
weather will be warm, It is expected 
that there will be sickness, but the 
United States government and the 
state of Pennsylvania are preparing 
for a hospital service which shall be 
adequate to any contingency. 
There 


will be hospital corps detachments 
present roady to render first aid to 
the Injured, and there will be many 
field hospitals with surgeons in at- 
tendance, where the sick can receive 
instant attendance. 


It is eaid that this contemplated re- 


union 
has 
induced more 
interest 


among the old soldiers of the north 
and the south than auy event which 
has happened since the day that the 
war closed. There is today at Gettys< 
burg a great national park, in which 
is included a cemetery where 
thou- 


sands of soldier dead are buried. Tha 
United States government and the leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania worked to- 
gether to make a park of the battle: 
field and to mark accurately every 
point In It.which has historic interest. 
When one goes to tho field he can tell 
just where this brigade or that bri- 
gade was engaged, just where this 
charge or that charge was made and 
just where the desperate defenses of 
positions were maintained until the 
tide of battle brought either victory or 
defeat to one of the immediate com- 
mands engaged. 


It was in 1895 that congress estab- 


lished a national park at Gettysburg 
and gave the secretary of war author- 
ity to name a commission "to superin- 
tend the opening o£ additional roads, 
mark the boundaries, ascertain and 
definitely mark the lines of battle of 
troops engaged, to acquire lands which 
v/ere occupied by Infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, and such other adjacent 
lands as tho secretary of war may 
deem necessary to preserve the impor- 
tant topographical features of the bat- 
tlefield." 


When the Union and the Confeder- 


ate veterans reach Gettysburg on June 
30 next they will find on the scene of 
tho old conflict between five and six 
Hundred memorials raised in commem- 
oration of the deeds of their com- | 
mands on the groat fields of the Penn- I 
sylvania battlefield. There are, more- ' 
over, 1,000 markers placed to deslg- i 
nate historic spots. There are great 
'towers built upon the field by the gov- 
ernment so that, bird's-eye views can 
be obtained of tho entire scene of the 
battle. 
Fine roads have been con- 


structed and everywhere attention has 
been paid to evefry detail of the least 
importance In setting forth the history 
of one of the greatest battles ever 
known to warfare. 


It is expected that much good will 


come from the reunion of the Blue arid 
the Gray on the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg. Time has healed many wounds. 
The old soldiers have forgotten their 
animosities more readily than have 
the civilians. It is thought that this 
great coming together in peace of two 
once conflicting hoets will mark the 
passing of the last trace of the bitter- 
ness of the war between the states 
of this great Union.

prove their fitness for-their $200 plus 
jobs, but to prove that they, are .bet- 
ter fitted to hold .them than are any 
of their fellow townsmen .with postof- 
iice ambitions. .

Fourth class pbstmas'ters are now 


legally/on a civil service basis. The 
fact that a man holds the job at pres- 
ent will be of no service to him un- 
less lie can down, other aspirants in 
the competitive examinations which 
soon are to be'held all over the United 
States. Here are the competitive tests 
which will be'applied: 


1. Elementary arithmetic and ac- 


counts (simple tests in addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and division 
of whole numbers and co'mmon and 
decimal fractions and statements of 
the postmaster's accounts.). •' 


2. Penmanship (the legibility, neat- 


ness, and general appearance of the 
compositor's handwriting in the sub- 
ject-of letter writing). 


3. Letter writing (a letter of not

Big Task for Examiners. 


Tho civil service commission will 


send examiners to the county seats 
for the purpose of. conducting these 
postmastership - examinations. 
The 


task of the "quizzers" will be a big 
one, for there are many thousands of 
fourth class postmasters, and prob- 
ably.: there. will be many more" thou- 
sands of applications than there are- 
jobs in sight. 
Postmasters who are 


receiving less than $180 a year are not 
to be disturbed at this time, but, it is 
taken for granted that there will be 
no strong protest against this exemp- 
tion from the Democratic faithful who 
are seeking preferment. 


Some of the Republican members of 


congress are inclined to be jocose over. 
this invasion of tho civil service into 
the fourth class postmastership field. 
They are asking if, when the lists of 
the successful competitors are scan- 
ned, 
it will not be found that most of 


the'successful ones of good, true and 
time-tried Democrats. This question- 
ing on the part of the Republicans 
carries with it an intimation that the 
civil, service commission, which is to 
conduct the examinations or the ex- 
aminers themselves, will not do their 
duty as it ought to be done, and it 
implies, also, that neither Mr. Wilson 
nor Mr. Burleson is sincere in this 
latest civil service exploit.

postmasters is in ca^es where, under 
Republican rule, the jobs have been 
given to men for political service only, 
men who had no proper business qual- 
ifications for the places. Fourth class 
postmasters of this kind probably will 
be ousted before long, but Democrats 
may not profit any more than Repub- 
licans, talcing it for granted that the 
average of intelligence in the two par- 
ties is about the same.

Hayes controversy. Some years later 
he'was a candidate for mayor of Pitts- 
burgh on a municipal league ticket. 
The campaign was one of reform, and 
Mr. Guthrie was defeated, but in 1906 
he was elected mayor of the big man- 
ufacturing town, and held the office 
for four years. 
In the year 1900 Mr. Guthrie was 


an assistant secretary of the Demo-' 
cratic national convention, and four 
years later he was a delegate from the 
Pittsburgh district to the national 
convention at St. Louis. He has been 
interested in sociologital and philan- 
thropic work for years. He is much 
of a student;-and more than a little of 
a scholar, which, together .with his 
Wilson predilections, made him the 
grateful choice of the administration 
for a great foreign post. 


Henry Breckenridge, who has been 


appointed by President. Wilson as as- 
sistant secretary of war to . succeed 
General Oliver, was more of a Wilson 
man than was Mr. Guthrie, for Mr. 
Breckenridge was one of the Prince- 
ton students who took a militant part 
in behalf of Woodrow Wilson in a 
certain university 
controversy 
in 


which the present president of the 
United States at one time was en- 
gaged. 


Breckenridge of Army Family. 


The new assistant secretary ot 


war was brought up, so to speak, in 
the army. 
His father, Joseph 
C. 


Breckenridge, who was born in Mary- 
land, but who later moved to Ken- 
.tucky, is a major general on the re- 
tired list of the United States army. 
This branch of the Breckenridge fam- 
ily remained loyal to the Union, and 
early in 1862 General Breckenridge 
was appointed by Lincoln as a second 
lieutenant of the 
Second 
artillery, 


united States regulars. 'He served 
through the last three, .years of the 
Civil war and remained -on the active 
list <pf the regular, army until 1903, 
•when he was retired as a major gen- 
eral. His son, the present assistant 
secretary of war, has the army post 
view, and, better than most laymen, 
perhaps, is.fitted for the post to which 
he has been appointed. 


William H. Osborn of North Caro-

Kenilnlwrncca of the Home Trader.

John Surjano of central Iowa had 


been an itinerant horse trader. 
For 


years he had plied his trade throuKt 
the central states, finding ever and 
anon the susceptible victim who suc- 
cumbed before the wile of clever ar- 
tiflcf, skillfully concealed blemishes, 


clever jockeying, and 
purchased 


.some of John's temporarily repaired 
mongrels. Soriano is proud of his skill 
in doctoring and 
doping worthless ] 


horses into presentable animals, and, 
quite the reverse ut the general run 
«.f his tribe, will talk about the sub- 
terfuges and iricks he employed in 
hoodwinking a credulous public. 


"One of my best stunts," said John, 


was to inflate with air the atrophied 
shoulder of a sweenied horse. 
The 


shoulder would be rounded out and 
look as strong and healthy as ever. 
The only way one could detect this 
corrective was by a crackling sound 
which resulted when one would run 
his hand over the repaired part. 


"I never shall forget the deal I put 


ever on some Illinois farmers who de- 


:d to purchase a pure-bred stallion 


and form a co-operative community 
breeder!!' club" continued the gypsy. 
'The previous fall I had picked up a 
good Krn.de Percheron and had taken 
ine care of him during the winter so 
hat he was in spick-span shape for 
spring service. 
Through a friend of 


nine, I obtained an elegant new cer- 
tificate of the French Percheron Socie- 
ty all covered with gold seals and blue 
•ibbons which fitted my stallion to a T, 


"The jay-hawkers from the Sucker 


State took one look at that pedigree 
after they had carefully examined and 
tested the stud, and then handed me 
a check for $2500. Pretty sharp prac- 
tice I call that when you can buy a 
horse for $500, keep him over winter 
and sell him for $2500 the next spring. 
The joke it is, to this day those far- 
mers are not wise to the ringer they 
purchased. 


"It is a common trick of our trade 


to use fake pedigrees. 
By changing; 


the number or by buying a bunch of 
fake pedigrees from France we were 
always able to materially increase a 
drafter's value. 
Another gilt-edged 


proposition was to buy up the pedi- 
grees of dead stallions and mares and 
use them for bogus animals which 
corresponded in general conformation 
quality and size to the animals des- 
cribed in the documents." 


Tacking on a counterfeit tail where 


the original was scrubby and delapi- 
dated; cutting out a nerve to remedy 
lameness; changing a horse's color by 
a judicious use of dyes; doping up a 
blind eye so that the average prospec- 
tive purchaser would not notice the 
defect; temporarily remedying string- 
halt, distemper, blind staggers, crib- 
bing, roaring, switching; including ar- 
tificial knee action and many similar 
corrective measures are practiced by 
the dishonest gypsy or unscrupulous 
horse trader. 


The old gag of plugging a roarer by 


inserting a sponge in the nostrils or 
fastening a spring truss to the nose- 
band of the bridle in such a way that 
it pressed 
upon the 
false 
nostrils 


thereby lessening the intake of air 
when the horse was in motion, is stil 
commonly practiced. A horse addict- 
ed to continued switching is cured for 
a time by tying his tail up over his 
back as tightly as possible so that the 
muscles become so numb that 
the 


horse cannot move the tail for a day 
or so. 


According to Dr. A. S. Alexander 


the leading veterinarian, an old "gyp' 
trick in hiding a spavin was to beat 
one hock joint with a stick so that i 
would swell and acquire the same size 
as the hock unsound from the spavin 
Some dealers 
temporarily make a 


horse desist from cribbing by driving 
hardwood wedges between his fron1 


incisor teeth, while another cruel prac- 
tice is to saw between he teeth in or- 
der to render the mouth so sore tha 
cribbing will not be attempted. 


Another 
dishonorable 
subterfuge 


sometimes restored to consists in cut- 
ting gashes on the hoof head just over 
\ prominent side-bone so that when 
the wounds heal leaving large scars 
the side-bones may be attributed to 
wire cuts. 


The gypsies made efficient use of 


an old dye formula for disguising th 
dentity of a horse. The concoctin was 
composed of quicklime, litharge and 
ye; its use was attended by a black 
discoloration, according to Soriano's 
testimony. 


"Temporary blindness is often in 


duced in equine beasts by chewing 
vhole flaxseed to a pulp and smearing 
t in the animal's eye or by the admin 
stration of certain drugs. Moon-blind 
ness is often cleared up for a time by 
the use of such powerful drugs as 
itropia, belladonna, eserine or nitrate 
of mercury," resumed Soriano. "Some- 
times a tine silken thread 
may 
be 


found running under the horse's fore- 
ock from ear to ear to prevent them 
from lopping over, or a leaden bullet 
nay be suspended by a silk thread in 
the hollow of the ear to prevent its 
constant motion." 


A noteworthy case is that of Pea- 


urn, an English horse seventeen years 
old, which was sold in Moscow. Rus- 
sia, for $2500, being represented as a 
ix-year-old. J. C. Knowlson, an En- 
glish farrier, bishoped this horse's 
nouth; that is, he filed 
the 
tusks 


horter, rounded them at the ends, ab- 
tracted a little from the nook teeth 
o as to make them hollow and then 
nirned them with a hot iron. 
This 


irocess of dental forgery completely 
radicates the marks indicative of the 
lorse's true age and makes him ap- 
car considerably younger. 
Dr. Alexander narrates several good 
boss" stories which go to confirm 
le story of Soriano, as follows: "A 


New Hampshire dealer was 'burned' 


y trading for a horse that would 
Tork anywhere and pull strongly ex- 
opt when he came to the foot of a 
ill; there he would balk and refuse 
o pull a pound. After he had kept 
he horse for about a month a strang- 
r came along and was 'taken in.' The 
horse looked well and 
a trade 
was 


made for another horse and consider- 
able 'boot.' The buyer asked the deal- 
er if the horse was a good worker and 
was told, 'You bet! He wilt work any 
place you put him and when you come 
to the foot of a hill I tell you he's right 
there.' 


"So the buyer discovered, and on 


complaining bitterly to the dealer was 
reminded of the latter's honesty and 
candor in stating that at the foot of a 
hill the horse would always be right 
there. No doubt the disgruntled pur- 
chaser paid more particular attention 
to the plausible talk of the dealer the 
next time he had occasion'to 'dicker 
for a 'hoss.' 


"There lived in Michigan a shrewd 


old horse dealer who gave folks due 
warning to beware when he donned 
his selling clothes. 
He used to say: 


'When I say "IIoss," look out! I'm a 
goin* to trade. But when it's "Horse," 
nawthin''doin! Te're perfectly safe." 


"It is related that this character had 


a balky horae palmed «« on him by 
brother dealers in a neighboring tgwn 
PLEASANT HILL. 


failed to recognize the beast, for In the 
interim it had been clipped, reached, 
docKed and bishoped, besides receiv- 
ing a few artistic spots of dye and hav- 
ing had tug marks and 'collar galls' 
manufactured by skillful shaving at 
the right places. In his new garb he 
looked a young, handsome, hardwork- 
ing animal, but when the deal was 
closed and his new owners hitched 
lim up, they realized at once that both 
hey and tie horse were stuck."

y the owner to the lender. It IB In 
orm and in effect, a deed similar to 
he 'ordinary instrument /by which, 
roperty is conveyed from one person 
o another, but with this condition. 
hat the creditor holds the title to 
he property, as trustee for tho own- 
r, the conditions of the trust being 
hat H the debt to secure which the 
onveyance is made is not paid _ut 
naturity, or if any other covenant In 
he mortgage is broken by the lender, 
he trust, which up to that time has 
ieen a. "passive" trust, becomes ac- 
ive, and the lender known us the 
nortgager, assents his title to the 
roperty and forces its sale.

agreement between the parties binds

conditions and charges'or In any way 
relating thereto, as a basis for reme- 
dial purposes, therefore be it 


'Resolved, that a special committee 


of five members be appointed by the 


• speaker of the House of Representa- 


tives to sit during the sessions of the 
House and during the recess of Con- 
gress for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting to Congress the facts in 
connection with the operation of any 
lobby or lobbies in 'Washington; said 
committee shall inquire into the sour- 
ces whence .any such lobby or lobbies 
are supplied with funds, and the a- 
mount of funds so contributed, and 
shall also ascertain where and how 
these funds are expended and for what 
Immediate and ultimate purpose; and 


<. shall go Into a general inquiry to learn 


the methods by which any lobby seeks 
to Influence legislation in Congress." 


If members of Congress were to al- 


low themselves to be guided by the 
views of the lobbyists, they would 
conclude that the people back home 
were not In good faith when they voted 
for tariff revision downward. Or, if 
they were in good faith at the time, 
that they have since changed their 
iiilndw, deciding they do not desire the 
monopolies of the tariff-trusts Inter- 
ferred with.

But President Wilson is not being 


fooled. Nor is the average member of 
Congress. They know that for every 
man who beseeches them In Wash- 
ington "to retain the tariff, on sugar,

Mail Carriers to Report Forest Fires. 
' T h e official Postal Guide for. May 
calls-the attention of postmasters and 
ijural carriers to an order of the post 
office departm'eht that the carriers 
report to the proper authorities all 
forest fires detected along their routes. 
This order was issued at the request 
of the secretary of agriculture, Wash- 
ington. 


For several years in some section 


of the country a sort of informal un- 
derstanding has existed between na- 
tional forest rangers and mail, car- 
riers with the.idea of securing increas- 
ed, fire protection. 
The marked ef- 


fectiveness of this co-operation was a 
strong argument - in favor'of its ex- 
tension and official sanction, and was 
in part responsible for the request of 
the secretary of agriculture-which re- 
sulted in the order by the postoffice 
department.

The plan is for the carrier to report 


a fire to the nearest, forest officer of 
the routs, or, if no. officer lives on the 
route, to .have him notified by some 
responsible citizen. 'State and national 
foresters' are supplied with post road 
maps, and with postal guides contain- 
ing the addresses of the different post- 
masters. Tfie postmasters in turn are 
supplied by the foresters 
with

names, .addresses and telephone call 
numbers of forest officers residing on 
or -n'ear the carriers' routes.

Madison.—The senate by a vote of 


•W to 11 has adopted a joint resolu- 
tion Introduced by Senator Scott call- 
ing for a recess of the legislature from 
June 12 to January 13. The assembly 
laid the resolution over until June 3 
and a fight 1* expected on the meas- 
ure In that iKHly. 
Followers of the 


governor are said to be opposing any 
nove to adjdurn at the present ses- 
•fcn. 


The Scott resolution enumerates a 


number of r lasons why an adjourn- 
ment would be advisable. 
It states 


that by June 12 the session will al- 
ready have been longer than was the 
expectation at the time of convening, 
Md that only a few Important meas- 
ures will remain for final considera- 
tion at the proposed date of adjourn- 
ment. The water power bill, it is 
ctated, will require several weeks' 
more of consideration by the commit- 
tee and further investigation of the 
mothers' persion and direct market- 
lag measurei; is recommended. 
Bet- 


ter consideration can be given these 
and other suojects if a recess is tak- 
en, is the contention. The appoint- 
ment of sptcial 
joint 
investigating 


committees !•> recommended, and it is 
stipulated that no matters other than 
reports from these committees and 
privileged re.solutions shall be consid- 
ered at the January session except 
Upon unaniirous consent of the rnem- 
t>ers present. 


In some quarters the governors ve- 


toes of the Hull marketing bill and 
the women's suffrage referendum and 
the defeat of the McGovern market- 
ing bill in the assembly are held to 
have opened the way for the recess 
plan. With these important questions 
removed from the schedule a smooth- 
er path for ihe champions of adjourn- 
ment is seen. 


The defeat of tKe governor's mar- 


keting bill b / the assembly came after 
four hours ( f debate, the vote stand- 
Ing 30 for and 51 against sending the 
measure to I'ngrosMnent. Upon a mo- 
tion to reconsider, the measure was 
placed on tl e calendar for June 3 for 
final action. 


Under suspension of the rules, the 


assembly passed the Hedding boxing 
kill. 
The measure provides 
for a 


state comm ssion to regulate boxing 
bouts, the < ontests to be no-decision 
affairs of not more than ten rounds 
each, and taree per cent of the pro- 
ceeds mutt go to the state treasury. 
The bill is a copy of the New York 
law regulat ng boxing.

Marquette, Mich., May 29.—"I am 


not either a total abstainer nor a pro- 
hibitionist, but I am very abstemi- 
ous," this was Theodore Roosevelt's 
description of himself in relation to 
Intoxicants as given on the witness 
stand here Tuesday in the hearing of 
his $10,000 libel suit against George 
Newett, editor of the Ishpeming Iron 
Ore. 
Newett had editorially charged 


the former president with 
getting 


drunk, and that, not infrequently. 
Roosevelt denied the truth 
of this 


statement flatly and said he had never 
been drunk in hi8 life. 


Colonel Roosevelt told the story of 


his life and his counsel, James H 
Pound, in spite of objections, asked 
many questions that made the colonel 
tell about the various high public of- 
fices he had held, his 
Cuban cam- 


paign, the books he had written, his 
life in the west, and the attempt to 
•assassinate him at Milwaukee. 
I 


Mr. Roosevelt said, with great earn- 


estness, that he never drank a high- 
ball or a cocktail in his life; that he 
had never been under the influence of 
liquor to the slightest degree and that, 
while not a total abstainer, he was 
very nearly one 
In fifteen years, he 


declared, he had consumed less than 
a dozen drinks of whisky, and then 
usually under a doctor's order, 
the 


whisky being measured in a graduated 
glass 
He never took two drinks of 


whisky in the same day and, while at 
state banquets he sometimes took a 
single glass of champagne in obedi- 
ence to custom, he never had wine on 
his private table 
On two occasions 


the colonel had dralnk mint juleps 
away from Washington, but the coun- 
sel brought out the fact that one of 
these occasions was in St. Louis and 
the other at Little Rock. 


The cross-examination of Colonel 


Roosevelt by Attorney Horace A. An- 
drews of Cleveland was disappointing 
to the audience in the courtroom, in- 


. asmuch as It brought out no damaging 
admission. Colonel Roosevelt not only 
held his own, but seized every oppor- 
tunity of saying things that strength- 
ened his direct examination and un- 
doubtedly produced as good an effect 
on the jury as it seemed to do on the 
people in the courtroom. 


The other witnesses examined dur- 


ing the day were men 
of national 


prominence who have been intimate 
with Colonel Roosevelt for years and 
who testified they had never seen him 
under the Influence of liquor and that 
he only drank champagne at state 
banquets, white wine to the extent of 
one glass at formal dinners, and no al- 
coholics of any kind at his own table. 


These witnesses were Jacob Rlls of 


New York, author of "How the Other 
Half Lives" and prominent as a so- 
ciologist and reformer; Dr. Alexander 
Lambert, u famous authority on alco- 


i holic and drug diseases and physician 


I to the Roosevelt family; Dr. P. M.

quest of Assemblyman Hans M. Laur- 
sen. It is now proposed to take this 
bill from the table and make it con- 
form with the objection raised by the 
governor in vetoing the Glenn bill. 
The governor points out that the state 
defeated the subject of woman suf- 
frage by an overwhelming vote last, 
fall and suggests that "to resubmit 
precisely the same question to the 
voters at Cie approaching state elec- 
tion cannot be justified." 


"If there be a reconsideration of the 


vote upon this matter taken last fall,' 
says the governor in his veto, "it 
should be later and at an election 
where the popular vote will be equally 
large and inclusive 
No other course 


will prove in the end either satisfac- 
tory or defensible. There IB nothing to 
prevent the present legislature from 
doing this by providing now for the re- 
submiaBion of this question at the 
presidential election in 191G If this 
bill so provided I should sign it; but I 
cannot approve it in its present form." 


Mothers' Pensions on Calendar. 


On motion of Asemblyman John L 


Schnitzler all bills providing for moth- 
ers' pensions were placed on next 
Thursday's calendar for consideration. 
The Schnitzler bill provides for the 
operation of a mothers' pension system 
under the supervision of the state 
board of control. Its provisions are 
broad, allowing the employment of 
nearly 250 officials to properly admin- , 
ister the law. Judge Rosa of Beloit 
and Assemblyman Hedding of Milwau- 
kee both have bills permitting the ad- 
ministration of the law by the present 
county and municipal Judges. The lat- 
ter bills carry practically no appropri- 
ations. The former will require an ap- 
propriation of nearly $100,000. 
The 


committee on public welfare, which 
considered the bills, favors the Ho&a 
measure.

The (amendment, which covers spo-; 


ken slanfter, says: 
"Any person who 


shall ^naliciously speak of or concern- 
lug any'person Jn false of defamatory 
words or language, which shall-Injure 
or impair the reputation of such per- 
som,of virtue or chastity, or-which 
shall'expose .him to hatred, "contempt 
or ridicule, shall be guilty of a^ mis- 
demeanor." 


The law provides that all such slan- 


ders shall be" deemed malicious if no 
justification can be shown, and that 
they shall be justifiable when the lan- 
guage charged as slander, 
false >or 


defamatory, 
was, true and spoken 


with good motive and for justifiable 
ends. 
For conviction/ the evidence 


of two persons is necessary. 


The bill amends the libel law so that 


persons who slander maliciously come 
under the penalties of the Jibel sta-tilte 
and are liable to imprisonment for one 
year or a $250 fine. 


Isn't that law going to be just ter- 


rible* to the chronics who love to smear 
slander? 
We don't suppose the new 


law will stop the industrious muck 
slingers entirely, but it gives the vic- 
tim of the affair a chance to come back 
and get the..satisfaction that rightly 
belongs to him. 
Of course this will' 


not apply in Necedah, but we presume 
New Lisbon and Friendship.and other 
towns have gossipers who congregate 
for. the purpose of peddling the latest 
slander obtainable.

War at Gettysburg on 


July 1. 


40,000 EXPECTED TO AliEND 


Men Who Wore the Blue and Gray 


to Again Gather on Ground 


Made Memorable by His- 


toric Conflict.

W 


ASHINGTON. — During the 
first four days of July the 
battlefield of Gettysburg. Pa., 
will again be the scene of a 
meeting of the Blue and the 


Gray, but this time they will meet in 
amity and affection. A half-century will 
have passed since last these men of two 
great American armies met ou this 
northern field. Then they were face 
to face in deadly conflict, for the issue, 
It wae well understood to both con- 
tending forces, was the success of the 
southern cause, or the beginning of its 
defeat, to be followed by the restora- 
tion of the Union as it had been before 
the first shot was fired at Fort. Sum- 
ter. 


Tha United States government and 


the government of nearly tvcry state 
in the Union havo combined to make 
the Gettysburg reunion of the soldiers 
of the north and south one of the great 
peace events of the century. The state 
of Pennsylvania some time ago ap- 
pointed a "Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg commission" to 
make preparations for tho four days' 
reunion, at. which Pennsylvania as a 
state was to act as host to tho vet- 
erans of the war between the states 
and to the thousands of visitors who 
would follow their march to the field 
of battle, and appropriated $150,000 for 
the purpose of entertaining the vet- 
erans. 


40,000 Veterans Expected. 


It is expected that 40,000 veterans 


of the war, not all of them, however, 
survivors of the Gettysburg battle, will 
be found encamped upon the field 
.when reveille sounds on the morning 
of July 1. It will be a different re- 
veille than that which the fife and 
drum corps of the two great armies 
sounded fifty years ago. The call to 
awakening will be a call to a peaceful 
celebration while the call to the awak- 
ening in July, 1853, was a call of 
armies to conflict and, to thousands of 
men, a call to death. 


For years the veterans have been 


looking forward to this reunion. It Is 
probable that there will be present 
many thousands of survivors of the 
battle. The United States government 
under an act of congress has appro- 
priated money for the preparation of 
the camps and for the messing of the 
soldier visitors. The average age of 
the men engaged In the Civil war was 
only eighteen years, but fifty years 
have passed since these soldier boys 
fought at Gettysburg, and so if the 
computation of age was a true one the 
average years of the veterans who will 
meet in Pennsylvania in July will be 
about sixty-eight years. Many of them. 
of course, will be much older and a 
good iriany of them, men who entered 
at ages ranging from fourteen to sev- 
enteen years, will be younger, but all 
will be old men as the world views 
age. 


Many of the states of the Union, 


north as well as south, havo made ap- 
propriations to send their veterans to 
the Gettysburg reunion and to pay all 
other expenses. The battle of Gettys- 
burg is recognized as the turning point 
of the war between the states. It has 
been called time and again one of the 
decisive battles of the world. Gener- 
ally it is recognized that Gettysburg 
decided the great conflict, helped In 
the decision probably by the fall of 
Vlcksburg on the Mississippi, which 
took place virtually at the moment 
that the conflict on the Pennsylvania 
field was decided in favor of the north- 
ern arms. 


The preparations which the govern- 


ment is making to care for the veter- 
ans at Gettysburg are 
interesting. 


They have been under the charge of 
James B. Aleshire, quartermaster gen- 
eral of the United States army, and 
Henry G. Sharpe, commissary general 
of the United States army. Two years 
ago last March 14,000 regular troops 
were gathered in camp at Texas. The 
health of the soldiers throughout the 
Texas encampment was almost, per- 
fect, made so by the plans which had 
been carefully laid to see that perfect 
sanitation was maintained. The Unit- 
ed States army was taught a lesson 
by the Spanish war, when lack of 
proper sanitary precautions and unpre- 
paredness in other ways cost the gov- 
ernment the; lives of more men than 
were sacrificed to the bullets of the 
Spaniard. 


The estimates of the commissary 


and 
quartermaster authorities 
are 


based upon an attendance of 40,000 vet- 
erans. 
It probably will cost the gov- 


ernment about $360,000 to act in part 
as host to the survivors of the battle 
and othsr veterans who attend the 
Gettysburg reunion. 


Big Task to Feed Men. 


The survivors of the war from the 


north and south who will be present, 
being old men, must be cared for in 
a way which would not have beea nec- 
essary fifty years ago. The messing of 
the veterans will require 400 army 
ranges, 1 great field bakery, 40,000 
mess kits, 800 cooks, SCO kitchen help- 
ers and 130 bakers. This helping per- 
sonnel will be required to be in camp 
for at least seven days, and many of 
them for a longer period, for the pur- 
pose of Installing the field bakery, the 
Held ranges and in dismantling, clean- 
ing, packing and storing material after 
the encampment Is over. 


The old soldiers are to be supplied 


with fresh meat directly from refrig- 
erator cars drawn upon the field. They 
will be given fresh vegetables and spe- 
cial bread with the beet coffee and tea 
which the market affords. For them it 
will not be a case of hardtack, bootleg 
and poor bacon. 


The Battle of Gettysburg commis- 


sion of the state of Pennsylvania has 
a large sum of money at its disposal 


tor the entertainment of the visiting 
veterans, and the thousands of persons 
who will accompany them. Hospital- 
ity is to mark the days. Fifty years 
ago Pennsylvania aided In the work of 
repelling the visitors from the south. 
In early July next the same state will 
have its arms wide open in welcome 
to the men wearing the gray. Enter- 
tainments of various kinds will be of- 
fered the visiting veterans, but it is 
pretty well understood that their deep 
interest in revisiting the scenes where 
they fought, Little Round Top, Oak 
Ridge, Cemetery Hill, Culp'c Hill, 
Rock Creek, the Stone Wall and other 
places will hold them largely to the 
pleasures and to the sadnesses of per- 
sonal reminiscences. Arm in arm with 
the Union soldiers the Confederate sol- 
diera will retramp the battleground. 
They will look over the field of Plck- 
ett's desperate charge. They will re- 
trace the marching steps of Long- 
street'a corps. They will go to the 
place whore Meade had his headquar- 
ters and to the place from which Lee 
directed his southern forces In battle. 


Pennsylvania is going to make a 


great celebration of peace of this fif- 
tieth anniversary of what probably 
was the decisive battle of the wnr, al- 
though it was fought nearly two years 
before the war ended. Other states 
will help Pennsylvania In its work, and 
from every section of the country, 
north, east, south and 1 west, the vet- 
erans will assemble, most of them 
probably to see for the last time in 
life the field upon which they \vere 
willing to die for the sake of their re- 
spective causes. 


The veterans will not be directly en- 


camped in the Gettysburg park, which 
Is dotted with monuments to the vari- 
ous commands which took part lr, the 
fight and which is laid out in approved 
park fashion, with fine drives 
and 


beautifully kept lawns. There will be 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. The layouts of 
these camps are based on tho use of 
conical tents, each of which will, with- 
out crowding, accommodate eight per- 
sons. 
Inasmuch as accommodations 


are to be furnished for 40,000 visitors 
5,000 tents will be required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 


The quartermaster general in a re- 


port says: "It is assumed that the 
meals will be served to the visitors 
in a manner similar to that used by 
the regular troops when In camp for 
short periods; that is, by having each 
man go to the kitchen with his mess 
kit to be served there and dining in his 
tent or other convenient places." 


Visitors to Be Cared For. 


Every possible care Is to be taken 


of the visitors. The sanitary arrange- 
ments which have been made are said 
to be the beet that are possible and 
they are the result of careful study by 
medical officers of the service. All the 
experience of the past has been drawn 
upon to make It certain that the health 
of the veterans will be conserved while 
they are In camp. 


With eo many thousands of old sol- 


diers in attendance, and taking into 
consideration the probability that the 
weather will be warm, it is expected 
that there will be sickness, but the 
United States government and the 
state of Pennsylvania are preparing 
for a hospital service which shall be 
adequate to any contingency. There 
will be hospital corps detachments 
present ready to render first aid to 
the injured, and there will be many 
field hospitals with surgeons in at- 
tendance, where the sick can receive 
instant attendance. 


It is said that this contemplated re- 


union 
has 
induced more 
interest 


among the old soldiers of the north 
and the south than any event which 
has happened since the day that the 
war closed. There is today at Gettys< 
burg a great national park, in which 
is included a cemetery where 
thou- 


sands of soldier dead are buried. Tlia 
United States government and the leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania worked to- 
gether to make a park of the battle- 
field and to mark accurately every 
point in it which has historic interest. 
When one goes to the field he car. tell 
just where this brigade or that bri- 
gade was engaged, just where this 
charge or that charge was made and 
just where the desperate defenses of 
positions were maintained until the 
tide of battle brought either victory or 
defeat to one of the immediate com- 
mands engaged. 


It was in 1895 that congress estab- 


lished a national park at Gettysburg 
and gave the secretary of war author- 
ity to name a commission "to superin- 
tend the opening of additional roads, 
mark the boundaries, ascertain and 
definitely mark the lines of battle of 
troops engaged, to acquire lands which 
\vere occupied by Infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, and 
such 
other 
adjacent 


lands as the secretary of war may 
deem necessary to preserve the impor- 
tant topographical features of the bat- 
tlefield." 


When the Union and the Confeder- 


ate veterans reach Gettysburg ou June 
30 next they will lind on the scene of 
the old conflict between five and six 
hundred memorials raised in commem- 
oration of the deeds of their com- 


• mands on the great fields of the Penn- 
sylvania battlefield. There are, more- 
over, 1,000 markers placed to desig- 
nate historic spots. There are great 
towers built upon the field by the gov- 
ernment so that bird's-eye views can 
be obtained of the entire scene of the 
battle. 
Fine roads hare been con- 


structed and everywhere attention has 
been paid to every detail of the least 
importance In setting forth the history 
of one of the greatest battles ever 
known to warfare. 


It is expected that much good will 


come from the reunion of the Blue and 
the Gray on the battlefield of Gettys- 
burg. Time has healed many wounds. 
The old soldiers have forgotten their 
animosities more readily than have 
the civilians. It is thought that this 
great coming together in peace of two 
once conflicting hosts will mark the 
passing of the last trace of the bitter- 
ness of the war between the states 
of this great Union.

Washington.—Most of the 
fourth 


class postmasters of the country to- 
day are going to school again. Un- 
der the orders of Postmastei General 
Albert S. Burleson, sanctioned 
by 


President Woodrow Wilson, who nat- 
urally takes a deep interest in edu- 
cational matters, the postmasters of 
humble rank soon will be called 
be^- 


fore examining boards not only to 
prove their fitness for their J200 plus 
jobs, but to prove that they are bet- 
ter fitted to hold them than are any 
of their fellow townsmen with postof- 
h'ce ambitions. 


Fourth class postmasters are now 


legally on a civil service basis. The 
fact that a man holds the job at pres- 
ent will be of no service to him un- 
less tie can down other aspirants in 
the competitive examinations which 
soon are to be held all over the United 
States. Here are the competitive tests 
which will be applied: 


1. Elementary arithmetic and ac- 


counts (simple tests in addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and division 
of whole numbers and common and 
decimal fractions and statements of 
the postmaster's accounts.) 


2. Penmanship (the legibility, neat- 


ness, and general appearance of the 
compositor's handwriting in the sub- 
ject of letter writing). 


3. Letter writing (a letter of not 


less than 125 words on any one or two 
subjects furnished). 


4. Copying manuscript address (a 


simple test in copying accurately ad- 
dresses given. 


5. Facilities for transacting postal 


business (based on the location of the 
postoffice site, the convenience of of- 
fice arrangements, etc.). 


Big Task for Examiners. 


The civil service commission will 


send examiners to the county seats 
for the purpose of conducting these 
postmastership 
examinations. 
The 


task of the "quizzers" will be a big 
one, for there are many thousands of 
fourth class postmasters, and prob- 
ably there will be many more thou- 
sands of applications than there are 
jobs in sight. 
Postmasters who are 


receiving less than $180 a year are not 
to be disturbed at this time, but it is 
taken for granted that there will be 
no strong protest against this exemp- 
tion from the Democratic faithful who 
are seeking preferment. 


Some of the Republican members of 


congress are inclined to be jocose over 
this invasion of the civil service into 
the fourth class postmastership field. 
They are asking if, when the lists of 
the successful competitors are scan- 
ned, it will not be found that most of 
the successful ones of good, true and 
time-tried Democrats. This question- 
ing on the part of the Republicans 
carries with it an intimation that the 
civil service commission, which is to 
conduct the examinations or the es- 
aminers themselves, will not do their 
duty as it ought to be done, and it 
implies, also, that neither Mr. Wilson 
nor Mr. Burleson is sincere in this 
latest civil service exploit. There has 
been very little complaint in the past 
of. the work of the cSil service com- 
mission, and it is hardly likely that 
the commission or its agencies will 
stoop to trickery for v.ie sake of help- 
ing some thousands o. men to get pic- 
ayune jobs. 


Where Democrats probably will 


profit in a party sen.-:e by these com- 
petitive examinations for fourth class 
postmasters is in ca.;es where, under 
Republican rule, the jobs have been 
given to men for pol.cical service only, 
men who had no proper business qual- 
ifications for the places. Fourth class 
postmasters of this kind probably will 
be ousted before long, but Democrats 
may not profit any more than Repub- 
licans, taking it for granted that the 
average of intelligence in the two par- 
ties is about the s-me. Except in the 
south there prok.bly will be about 
as many Republicans to take the ex- 
aminations as Democrats, and, there- 
fore, fitness probably will rule.

In Washington today there Is a dele- 


gation consisting of the .speaker of 
the Porto Hican house of delegates, 
the president of the executive council 
and several prominent planters and 
business men. This delegation is offi- 
cial, having been appointed by an act 
of the legislature of Porto Rico for 
the purpose of "representing and de- 
fending the island in connection with 
the pending tariff bill." 


Guthrie's Difficult Post. 


George W. Guth'rie of Pittsburgh, 


Pa., who has just been confirmed as 
Uncle Sam's ambassador to Japan, 
was an "original Wilson man," and it 
may be said that original Wilson men 
are getting a fair chance at preference 
under the new administration. Mr. 
Guthrie will go upon a moat difficult 
mission, for the relations between this 
country and the eastern empire, while 
outwardly friendly, so far as diplo- 
matic matters are concerned, are not 
altogether cordial under the surface.

The campaign was one of reform, and 
Mr. Guthrie was defeated, but in 1906 
he was elected mayor of the big man- 
ufacturing town, and held the office 
for four years. 


In the year 1900 Mr. Guthrie was 


an assistant secretary of the Demo- 
cratic national convention, and four 
years later he was a delegate from the 
Pittsburgh district 
to the national 


convention at St. Louis. He has been 
interested in sociological and philan- 
thropic work for years. He is much 
of a student, and more than a little of 
a scholar, which, together with 
his 


Wilson predilections, made him the 
grateful choice of the administration 
for a great foreign post. 


Henry Breckenridge, who has been 


appointed by President Wilson as as- 
sistant secretary of war to succeed 
General Oliver, was more of a Wilson 
man than was Mr. Guthrie, for Mr. 
Breckenridge was one of the Prince- 
ton students who took a militant part 
in behalf of Woodrow Wilson in a 
certain university 
controversy 
In 


which the present president of the 
United States at one time was en- 
gaged. 


Breckenridge of Army Family. 


The new assistant secretary ot 


war was brought up, so to speak, in 
the army. 
His father, Joseph 
C. 


Breckenridge, who was born in Mary- 
land, but who later moved to Ken- 
tucky, is a major general on the re- 
tired list of the United States army. 
This branch of the Breckenridge fam- 
ily remained loyal to the Union, and 
early in 1862 General Breckenridge 
was appointed by Lincoln as a second 
lieutenant of the 
Second 
artillery, 


united States regulars. He served 
through the last three years of the 
Civil war and remained on the active 
list .of the regular army until 1903, 
when he was retired as a major gen- 
eral. His son, the present assistant 
secretary of war, has the army post 
view, and., better than most laymen, 
perhaps, is fitted for the post to which 
he lias been appointed. 


William H. Osborn of North Caro- 


lina, who has been made commission- 
er of internal revenue, also was an 
original Wilson man. 
His home is 


Greensboro, which was the very hot- 
bed of trouble during the reconstruc- 
tion days and which, if memory Isn't 
all wrong, was the scene of Albion 
W. Turgee's bitter story, "A Pool's 
Errand." 
It is. said by friendly en- 


thusiasts that William H. Osborne's 
fine campaigning abilities and 
the 


whole heartedness of his loyalty 
to 


Woodrow Wilson did more to capture 
the majority of the Tar Heel delegates 
for the Wilson cause than all the oth- 
er efforts of the Wilson men in 
the 


whole north state combined.

is, In effect, a conveyance of- property 
lay the owner to the lender. It is Jn 
form .and In effect, a deed, similar to 
jfhe 'ordinary instrument /by which, 
property is conveyed .from one person 
to another, but with this condition, 
that the creditor holds tho title to 
the property, as trustee for tho own- 
er, the conditions of the trust being 
that if the debt to secure which the 
conveyance •, is made is not paid jw 
maturity, or, if .any other covenant in 
the, mortgage Is .broken by the lender 
the trust,,which up to that time has 
been a. "passive" trust, becomes ac- 
tive, and the lender known as the 
mortgagee, assents his'title to the 
property''and forces its sale.

DOINGS AT WASHINGTON. 


(By Congressman Clyde H. Tavenner.) 


In the election last fall the people 


elected members of Congress to revise 
the tariff on sugar and other neces- 
garies, downward as one step toward 
the reduction of the ever increasing 
cost of Ihing. 


Powerful lobbies are now in Wash- 


ington endeavoring to persuade these 
members of Congress to break their 
pledges to the people and betray the 
consumers of the land, to the end that 
a few men, already rich beyond the 
dreams of avarice, may add to their 
swollen fortunes. 


It was to place before this state of 


affairs that President Wilson used his 
now famous statement, in which, re- 
ferring to these lobbies, he said: 


"Washington 
has seldom seen so 


numerous or so insiduous a lobby 
There is every evidence that mone> 
without a limit is being spent to sus 
tain this lobby and to create an ap 
pearance of a pressure of public opin 
Ion antagonistic to some of the ehie 
Items of the tariff bill." 


In order that the public may know 


all of the facts about the condition 
alluded to by President Wilson', 
have introduced a resolution provid 
ing for the appointment 
of a 
com 


mittee of five members of the Hous 
of Representatives to- investigate th 
subject. 


This resolution reads as follows 


"Whereas, It has been charger by th 
President of the United States, an 
there is reason to believe that a pow 
erful and insiduous lobby, represent 
ing interests hostile to the passage o 
the pending tariff 
bill in the form 


adopted by the House of Representa 
lives, ia in existence in Washington 
and 


Whereas, newspapers are being fllle 


with paid advertisements calculate 
to create an artificial public opinio 
against certain items of the tariff bil 
and 


Whereas, it is charged and there 


reason to believe that unlimited fund 
have been placed at the disposal o 
this lobby for the purpose of overcom 
ing the interests of the public for the 
private profit of the interests which 
they represent, and 


Whereas, the public maintains no 


lobby atid is powerless to reply to the 
paid advertisements of any lobby rep- 
resenting financial interests, and 


Whereas, bills are pending in Con- 


gress to regulate and control the op- 
eration of lobbies at the national capi- 


tol, 
and it is advisable to gather any 


and all facts bearing on the aforesaid 
conditions and charges or in any way 
relating thereto, as a basis for reme- 
dial purposes, therefore be it 


Resolved, that a special committee 


of five members be appointed by the 
speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives to sit during the sessions of the 
House and during the recess of Con- 
gress for the purpose of investigating 
and reporting to Congress the facts in 
connection with the operation of any 
lobby or lobbies in Washington; said 
committee shall inquire into the sour- 
ces whence any such lobby or lobbies 
are supplied with funds, and the a- 
ir.ount of funds so contributed, and 
shall also ascertain where and how 
these funds are expended and for what 
immediate and ultimate purpose; and 


i shall go into a general inquiry to learn 


the methods by which any lobby seeks 
to influence legislation In Congress." 


If members of Congress were to al- 


low themselves to be guided by the 
views of the lobbyists, they would 
conclude that the people back home 
were not in good faith when they voted 
for tariff revision downward. 
Or, 11' 


they were in good faith at the time, 
that they have since changed their 
minds, deciding they do not desire the 
monopolies of the tariff "trusts inter- 
ferred with. 
* 


But President Wilson is not being 


fooled. Nor is the average member of 
Congress. They know that for every 
man who beseeches them in Wash- 
ington to retain the tariff on sugar, 
there are nine hundred and ninety- 
nine of their constituents who are not 
writing letters, but who demand that 
promises made to them before election 
be kept after election, and especially 
the downward revision of the tariff on 
the vital necessaries of life. 


President Wilson and the members 


of Congress also know that every pen- 
ny of the extra dividends that the lob- 
by interests will make by virtue of 
legislation granting them special priv 
ileges, must come from the pockets of 
the men, women and children in the 
districts back home. 


It will be recalled that President 


Taft once faced the same crisis that 
members of Congress face now. He 
listened to the voices at his ear in 
Washington whom the late Senator 
Dolllvcr described as "men who knew 
exactly what they wanted." President 
Taft forgot the folks at home who do 
not write letters, and on the very first 
election day following they got revenge 
The lobbyists in Washington whose 
counsel he had accepted were power- 
less to save him from the wrath of 
the home folks who vote, but who 
maintain no lobbies in Washington.

Removal of the Asphalt Tariff 


Would Benefit Wisconsin 


The New Law of the Roiul. 


A new law has been passed by the 


egislature to govern present conditions 
of travel upon the public highways. It 


lears up some points as to rights in 
the road which have not been fully or 
generally understood. 
The law was 


approved by the governor May 14, and 
its provisions are as follows: 


Section 1. There is added to the 


statutes a new section'to read: Section 
1636-49b. Whenever a person opera- 
ting a motor vehicle shall meet on 
a public highway any other person 
riding or driving a horse 
or 
other 


draft animal, or any other vehicle, 
the person so operating such motor 
•chicle or vehicles, or riding or driving 
a horse, or other draft animal, shall 
each seasonably turn to the right of 
the center of the beaten track of such 
highway so as to pass without Inter- 
ference. 
Any such person so operat- 


ing a motor vehicle or motorcycle 
shall, on overtaking any such horse, 
draft animal or other vehicle, pass on 
the left side thereof, and the rider 
or driver of such horse, draft animal 
or other vehicle shall as soon as pos- 
sible and with all convenient speed, 
upon signal, turn to the right of the 
center of the beaten track 
of such 


highway so as to allow free passage on 
the left, and if necessary on account 
of road condition, such driver of said 
draft animal or other vehicle shall 
stop for sufficient length of time to al- 
low said automobile to pass. Any such 
person so operating a motor vehicle 
shall, at the intersection of 
public 


highways keep to the right and pass 
to the right of the 
section ol such 


highway when turning to the right 
and pass to the right of the center of 
such intersection when turning to the 
eft. 


2. Any person violating any of the 


provisions of this act shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars or 
by imprisonment in the county jail 
:or not less than ten days nor more 
.han three months.

possible for the producers of similar 
materials to increase their charges as 
well, without coming into price com- 
petition with the imported asphalts. 


Some kind of bituminous "binder" 


to hold the stone in place is used in 
most roafis in these days of heavy 
traffic. 
To make roads of this kind 


as cheap as possible everybody inter- 
ested in the good 
roads 
movement 


ought to work for tariff-free bitumens. 


The saving that will result from the 


removal ot the tariff will not go to 
the asphalt people. They have prom' 
ised 
to reduce their prices by the 


amount of the tariff if it is cut off, and 
trade considerations would make them 
do this In any case. The saving will 
go to the taxpayers, who can spend 
the money on additional construction 
that they could not otherwise afford, 
or they can keep the money in their 
pockets. Their bills for roads and 
streets have gone up tremendously 
in 
recent 
years; there are millions 


more to pay and there seems to be 
no good reason for adding to these 
millions hy continuing the tariff tax 
on good reads and streets. 


How to Get Early Sweet Corn. 


A contributor to the current issue of 


Farm and Fireside says: 


"Some of the most successful gar- 


deners near Boston have found a good 
way of getting sweet corn on market 
early enough to command a fancy 
prlct. After thoroughly plowing and 
harrowing the soil, they turn up rid- 
ge* the shape of an inverted V where 
the corn-row in to be. 


"The soil thus elevated dries out 


quickly and absorbs heat much more 


(readily than would a level surface 
The noed is planted along the apex of 
th* ridge and germinates promptly 
Into young plants that thrive and ripen 
«•» about two weeks earlier than the 
ordinary level-soil method. This plan 
may be easily adopted in any northern 
garden where the corn is desired."

The hospital doctors do not regard 


this as proof that the Friedmann vac- 
cine is of no value, but they do insist 
as the government report has already 
made clear, that the results thus far 
observed do not yet justify confidence 
in

Mail Carrier? to Report Forest Fires. 


The official Postal Guide for May 


calls the attention of postmasters and 
rural carriers to an order of the post 
office department that the 
carriers 


report to the proper authorities all 
forest fires detected along their routes, 
This order was issued at the request 
of the secretary of agriculture, Washi- 
ngton. 


For several years in some section 


of the country a sort of informal un- 
derstanding has existed between na- 
tional forest rangers and mail car- 
riers with the idea of securing increas- 
ed fire protection. 
The marked ef- 


fectiveness of this co-operation was a 
strong argument in favor of its ex- 
tension and official sanction, and was 
in part responsible for the request of 
the secretary of agriculture which re- 
sulted in the order by the postofflce 
department. 


The plan is for the carrier to report 


a fire to the nearest forest officer of 
the route, or, if no officer lives on th 
route, to have him notified by some 
responsible citizen. State and nationa 
foresters are supplied with post roat 
maps and with postal guides contain- 
ing the addresses of the different post- 
masters. The postmasters in turn an 
supplied by the foresters 
with

names, addresses and telephone cal 
numbers of forest officers residing on 
or near the carriers' routes.

Money in Dandelions.

.- The large market gardens of the 
east are cultivating- the 
dandelion 


plants for commercial purposes, and 
the sale of the "greens" is very profit- 
able. The seeds should .be sown this 
spring, as early as possible, and given 
the .same cultivation^ accorded'to car- 
rots except they require, thinning- to 
ten . inches . apart. •: -Next spring- 
the 


leaves will be ready, to use, and should 
be,blanched by placing a covering- of 
boards,.or other' materials over the 
rows. The cultivated kinds are much 
more tender and less bitter than .the 
wild ones. In forcing beds the seeds 
may be started and-when large enough 
transplanted 
to the 
garden 
rows. 


Forcing plants is not recommended, 
as the : plant should have one years 
growth before being used. The field 
dandelions are much liked,, and are 
valuable' as table

in

The cultivated plant should

XEW LAWS. 


The law regulating- the sizes of 


trunks that will be carried free as 
baggage has gone into effect. 
Here- 


after trunks more than 45 inches in 
size any way will be subject to an 
extra charge, and trunks more than 72 
inches in size any way will not be 
carried at all, but must be sent by ex- 
press or freight. 


A change has been made in mar- 


riage laws of the state, and hereafter 
when a person gets a marriage license 
from the county clerk, he will have to 
make an affidavit to the following: 
"that neither of them have been di- 
voi ced by a decree of any court of this 
state within one year prieir to the date 
of such application; that neither of 
them is epileptic, insane or idiotic; 
that the parties applying are not with- 
in the prohibited degree of consan- 
gunity." The affidavit is much strong- 
er than it has been in the past. 


According to press reports the post- 


master general has ordered the dis- 
continuance of the custom of stamp- 
ing the date of receipt on letters on 
the back. 
Heretofore when the local 


postmaster received a letter on Mon- 
day and the addressee did not receive 
it until the following Friday it was 
customary to stomp into the outside 
lobby of the postoffice and shake your 
fist at one of the clerks and call him 
by his or her proper name, but since 
this custom has been discontinued it 
will be impossible to saddle the delay 
onto anybody in particular, so there 
will be no use in kicking. 


The C. O. D. feature of the parcel 


post law will go into effect on July 1, 


1913. 
The sender of a mailable parcel 


upon which the postage is fully pre- 
paid may have the price of the article 
and the charges thereon 
collected 


from the addressee on payment of a 
fee of ten cents in parcel post stamps 
affixed, provided that the amount to 
be collected does not exceed $100. Such 
a parcel will be insured against loss, 
without equivalent to its actual val- 
ue, but not to exceed $50. The sender 
of a C. O. D. parcel will be given a re- 
ceipt showing the office and date of 
mailing, the number of the parcel and 
the amount due him. C. O. D. parcels 
will be accepted for mailing at money 
order postoffices only and when the 
office of destination is a money order 
office. 
On delivery of the parcel the 


amount due the sender will be collect- 
ed together with a sufficient fee for a 
money order by which method the 
price will be retimed to the sender.

rnor. The bill provides as follows: 
The amendment, which covers spo- 


ken slarfder, says: 
"Any person who 


shall maliciously speak of or concern- 
rig any person in false of defamatory 
words or language, which shall injure 
or Impair the reputation of such per- 
son of virtue or chastity, or which 
shall expose him to hatred, contempt 


r ridicule, shall be guilty of a) mis- 


demeanor." 


The law provides that all auch slan- 


ders shall be deemed malicious if no 
ustiflcatlon can be shown, and that 
they shall be justifiable when the lan- 
guage charged as slander, 
false 
or 


defamatory, 
was true and spoken 


with good motive and for Justifiable 
ends. 
For conviction, the evidence 


of two persons is necessary. 


The bill amends the libel law so that 


persons who slander maliciously come 
.mder the penalties of the libel statute 
and are liable to imprisonment for one 
year or a $250 fine.

rible to the chronics who love to smear 
slander?

Money in Dandelions. 


The large market gardens of the 


east are cultivating the dandelion 
plants for commercial purposes, and 
the sale of the "greens" is very profit- 
able. The seeds should be sown this 
spring, as early as possible, and given 
the same cultivation accorded to car- 
rots except they require thinning to 
ten inches apart. 
Next spring the 


lea\es will be ready to use, and should 
be blanched by placing a covering of 
boards, or other materials over the 
rows. The cultivated kinds are much 
more tender and less bitter than the 
wild ones. In forcing beds the seeds 
may be started and when large enough 
transplanted 
to the 
garden 
rows. 


Forcing plants is not recommended, 
as the plant should have one years 
growth before being used. 
The field 


dandelions are much liked, and are 
valuable as table 
supplies in 
the 


spring. 
The cultivated plant should 


have a rich, sandy loam, but will 
grow well in good garden soil. 
Like 


the radish, it must grow rapidly to be 
good and tender.

Mortgage!;! as Investments. . 


While the operation and effect o 


the real estate mortgage Is larniliar 
to every one, ,'the"'nature .of the Hen 
conferred by the mortgage Is not eq- 
ually well understood. 
A rnortgajf 


is, in effect, a conveyance of property 
by the owner to the lender. It is in 
form and In effect,, a deed similar to 
*he 'ordinary instrument /)>y 
which, 


property is conveyed from one person 
to another, but with this condition, 
that the creditor holds the title to 
the property, as trustee for the own- 
er, the conditions of the trust foeinj, 
that if the debt to secure which tht 
conveyance is made is not paid ju 
maturity, or if any other covenant ir 
the mortgage is broken by the lender 
the trust, which up to that time has 
been a. "passive" trust, becomes ac 
tive, and the lender known as the 
mortgagee, assents his title to the 
property and forces its sale. 
Tlv 


agreement between the parties binds 
the borrower, or owner of the prop 
erty, not only to the payment of in- 
terest and principal, but also by cer 
tain other covenants 
of great 
im- 


portance to the security of the debt- 
For .example, the owner must insure 
the property and make the policies 
payable to the lender; he must al- 
so pay the taxes and produce the 
receipts to the holder of the mortt?U 
since a failure to pay taxes might re- 
sult in a sale of the property by the 
state, which would deprive the lender 
of his security. 
The borrower uls< 


agrees to keep the property in uood 
repair, and not to sell any portion o 
it without the consent of the lendei 
who will, of course, not allow .such a 
sale to be made unless the proceeds, 
are applied either to the liquidation 
of the debt, or to the purchase of nev 
property of equal value to that sold 
This mortgage or conditional 
dee< 


conveying the title to real property t. 
the lender is given to secure a debt in 
the form of a bond. This bond is a 
simple promise to pay a definite sun 
of. money with interest, at a certah 
date, in the future, and is signed b> 
the owner of the property. 


The form, therefore, known as tlv 


real estate • mortgage, comprises 
t\v< 


contracts; first, a contract to pay in on 
ey, and second, a conveyance of rea 
estate to secure the fulfillment of : 
contract to pay money. When thes 
conveyances, otherwise known as tin 
mortgage, are copied into a book o 
record, kept in a public ofilce fur tin 
inspection of all those who may be In 
terested, it lixes the title of the mnrt 
gage holder as against all the world 
The owner of the property, 
who 
i; 


in possession so long as he carries on 
his agreements with the 
lender, 
i 


free to sell the property, ljut he mus 
sell it, subject to 
the right 
of 
tin 


lender to enforce the provisions of hi: 
contract. It is impossible, in any oth 
er way than by a tax sale, to sepurati 
the- interests of the lender from tin
